riotous actions of the strikers. He wai 
badly tangled on cross-examination anc. 
forced to admit he had told various peo 
pie he expected to yet $500 if he testi 
fied in a certain way prejudicial to thi 
prisoners. 


When the afternoon session was re- 


sumed Carroll Cook addressed the courl 
in support of hia motion to withdraw 
Witness Lesher aud strike out his testi- 
mony. Attorney Cook said the prose- 
cution did not desire to secure the con- 
viction oi defendants hy tainted evi- 
dence. Witness had damaged his evi- 
dence by admitting that he had tok 
outside of court that he anticipated a 
reward of some kind for giving his evi- 
dence for the prosecution. 


Attorney Hart for the defense replied, 


claiming his right to conclude the cross- 
examination of the witness. He vigor- 
ously protested against what be styled 
"The attempt to forbid the defense from 
atUI further revealing by cross-examina- 
tion the methods pursued by and influ- 
ences back of tbe prosecution in pro- 
curing testimony." 


Tho court ruled in favor of the prose- 


cation's motion to withdraw the wit- 
ness. Attorneys Hart and Gaddia for 
the defense, urged that Leslier should 
be arrested. After some hesitation, the 
court finally ordered the witness iuto 
custody.

The inconvenience sustained by com- 


mercial firms, fruit growers, vineyurd- 
ists and tho t ravelins public through 
the utter 
demoralization of railroad 


traffic waa lees severely felt in Fresno 
than in many interior towns of Cali- 
fornia, but it was sharp enough to make 
many men wonder * how a machine 
which had worked EO smoothly could 
break down BO completely within the 
compass of a single day. 


The thing is worth inquiry and only a 


very little investigation will uhow that 
b railroad division ia not any child's 
pLty to handle; that it is, in fact, a ma- 
chine with many wheels and pinions 
10 arranged and interlocked that a little 
break way etop the working of the 
whole. 


So long aa passenger trains arrive and 


depart on schedule time and freight in 
received and sent out with reasonable 
regularity very few people pauae to 
think or care to inquire how trains are 
nude up and dispatched, and boiv the 
average railroad man lives, moves, and 
biis his being. There is a popular idea 
that thu ordinary conductor is a man 
wi'.ii "a soft j^iap" and great facilities 
for {Ailing ric.h by putting way fares in ; 
bis iiuckei; that the engineer lisa noth- j 
ing to do but turn a handle and leave ; 
tho iingine to do the rest; that the fire-' 
man bus only to ehovel coal into the 
furiKice door; that the bnikenian has 
only to turn n wheel once in a way, and 
that the switchmen get big wages for 
doing work which any farm laborer 
could do just as well for a torth of the 
monev. 


These false impressions have been 


pretty freely ventilated of late, as the 
result of the strike, but there is an- 
other side uf the question which will be 
a surprise to tlioae who think that rail- 
rouuinir is just aa easy as running a 
newspaper or a bott-1. Some costly 
failures have been made in both these 
lines, too, and the experimenters are 
like the little boy who caught hold of 
the mule'b tail.

Two days after 
the affair the secretary of the navy, 
after a consultation with the President, 
sent a dispatch to Admiral Beuham in- 
dorsing bis actiou. 


But when President Cleveland re- 


ceived the first news of the firing upon 
the insurgent Ghip he disapproved of it, 
and prepared a long dispatch to Ad- 
miral Renhana expressing regret for the 
occurrence, and ending by ordering 
Benham

mand to another, and return 
to

given into the handa of translators 
to be put in cipher. It required several 
hours to do it. In the meantime the 
news of the affair, at Rio reached the 
American newspapers, and they praieed 
the prompt and patriotic action of Ben- 
ham in no measured terms. It waa the 
most popular thing that had been done 
during Cleveland's administration, and 
the American people, with one voice, 
indorsed it.

1838, and tlie reason the sheriff gave for 
not carrying out the order of the court 
was that 'the Lewis heirs failed to pay 
him $80 fees which he demanded. On 
that small amount tlie fate of the set- 
tlers and of the heirs hung, and the 
money not being forthcoming the set- 
tiera were left in possession of the land; 
and now the process of ejectment, will 
ita attendant litigation, rnudt all be gone 
over again, and the suits will no doiib 
occupy a long time.

He 
was busy cutting and >litnn£ peaches 
and pears lor ths preserving process, 
and chatted awav \vuh this cheerful- 
ness of old agej but in a perfectly 
connected and intelligent way. 
Not 


once did he roneat himself, and hia ac- 
curacy of memory as to facts aud dates 
was phenomenal. 
"I was born near Cincinnati, O., on 


April 5,1810," said Mr. Wharton, aa 
calmly as if speaking ot au event that 
happened a decade ago. "My twin, sis- 
ter, Aseneth, is about half an hour 
younger than I am. My 6rat vote was 
cast for Henry Clay. 
"I voted for General Harrison m 1840. 


I belonged to the old whig party, the 
most honest, in my opinion, that has 
ever handltd the reins of government in 
the United States. I remember the 
Tippeeanoe and Log Cabin cauipaitfu 
perfectly well. The boys in our section 
dug a canoe out of a buckeye tree and 
hauled it down to Batavia. I remem- 
her old Tool Corwin particularly well. 
He was -a fine speaker.

Fisher waa another of the campaigners 
that lives in my memory of those lively 
times. 
"1 remember Jesse R. Grant, the 


father of General tfrant, very well. 
Jesse was in the saddlery business, and 
1 bought leather of him. ,1 knew ymiui; 
Grant well, but notjao well SB his father. 
Certainly, there was nothing in thc 
younger Grant's character, as 1 knew 
him,"that suggested any possibilities of 
"lid becoming" a great military genius, 
«nd President of the United Htates. 1 
voted for him both times, and have 
voted the Republican ticket right along, 
since the old whig party ceased to 
esist." 
Mr. Wharton was asked what he 


thought ol the Populists, and smiled 
pityingly. There were several other 
ranchers around at the time, and their 
comments ecemfid to indicate that the 
Populistic doctrine has not noticeably 
infected Central colony. 


Changing the subject, Mr. Wharton 


said that he had received a letter from 
his twin sister in Felicity, Ohio, only a 
tow days before. She was in cood 
health and living with a widowed daugh- i 
ter. Two of Mr. Wharton'e daughters

live out in Fresno colony with the rest 
of the family. The eldest eon, J. F. 
Wharton, who served through the civil 
war in an Ohio regiment, was the first 
Itepublican elected to the assembly from 
this county. He died about six years 
ago.Questioned as to his health in past, 
years and his personal habits, Mr. 
Wharton said that he had not needed 
the services of a doctor for twenty-five 
years, and doea not need them now. 
He is Iree from all the physical ailments 
incident to old ago; rises at sunrise, 
eats well, sleeps well, and does some 
sort of work every duy. "The

drii.1: of whisky I took was in 1832," 
said the veteran with a smile. "I he- 
long to the Methodist church, and that, 
vou know, is a prohibition church. My 
only care ia for my home in the better 
land." He said thia very quietly and 
reverently, without the slightest air 
of hypocrisy or false sentiment.

ic. Keanlta have convinced me that 
my course was the best. 
My only 


apology is that my desire and aim 
lave ever been to do that which would 
redound to the best interests of our 
whole people, regardless of its effect 
upon me personally. 


Now that our people can breathe 


easier and reason lias been restored to 
:hose who are responsible for this great 
calamity, there will be many who can 
say what should or should not have 
l»en done by the Governor. The fact

DIMOND CESSDKED. 


1 gave General Dimond, who waa on 


Ihe ground, almost unlimited power, be- 
lieving that he would exercise his judg- 
ment in a conscientious manner. Hia 
tirst effort was, from a military etand- 
uoint, a failure, and haa cast odium 
upon the rank and file of the guard, not 
only in thia state, hat throughout the 
whole country. Thn troops have been 
ridiculed and the military power of the 
state disgraced, and aa General Dimond 
ia the only oflicer of the guard to whom 
I have iasned orders except in cases ol 
emergency, 
of which, he has been 


promptly advised, primarily he i« the 
one that must explain to me his excuse. 


1 am, however, satisfied that tho line 


officers and enlisted men have been un- 
justly criticised. Every otlicer who ia 
responsible for thia disgrace will be 
given his just deserts without distinc- 
tion. Officers, not the men, should take 
the burden upon 
tbeir shoulders. 


Shoulder-etrapa are ornamental if they 
are honorably earned, and the soldier 
who wears them without earning them 
should always be modest and strive to 
learn their significance. Every soldier 
on duty in tho National Guard from the 
5th of July has done all that a war vet- 
eran was ever asked to dp, and in the 
name of justice do not discharge them. 


Unselfish patriotism impels ine to e»y 


that if all else had failed the old war 
veterans of the state, numbering about 
14,000, stood ready to waive all else and 
stand by law and order, and above all, 
the old flag. If they were ordered to 
shoot they would do so, no matter who 
happened to be hart, and it cannot be 
claimed they ore monopolists and capi- 
talists. Whenever law cannot be en- 
forced by civil anthority then military 
power should at once be placed at the 
disposal of tho civil authorities. 


MOHB DENUNCIATION. 


In Sacramento local civil authorities 


refused to ask protection. In Oakland, 
on tbe 12th ot July, did the sheriff aak 
assistance? Notwithstanding the fact 
that these two places were absolutely in 
the hands of thc strikers, the first civil 
oflicer to ask protection was United 
States Marshal Baldwin at Sacramento, 
he having been sent there by the fed- 
eral government to enforce obedience to 
federal laws. Hia treatment by the 
mob was a disgrace to the fair name ol 
tho state, and the civil authorities that 
remained passive should hang their 
heads ia shame. They will never out- 
live it and they never should. 


Debs woe playing upon natural sym- 


pathies with tho American idea, "Pro- 
tection to the oppressed in every land.' 
But were American Railway Union 
men 
oppressed in California? No. 


There ia not a railway man in the 
United Statea who doea not look with 
envy upon any employe either of the 
Southern Pacific or Santa Fe system. 
Then, hi tho name of all reason, why 
should this man, who today could not 
put a mouthful of bread into the mouth, 
of any hungry man, assume "to disturb 
one ot the happiest labor communi- 
ties in tha state in fluch a manner? 
Simply to gratify hia personal vanity. 
Honest laboring men of California, let 
me beseech you in the name of common 
sense, avoid an adYentorer'm any form. 
I was cognizant of every movement 


made by either side. My being at 
Pasadena did not in any way interfere 
with myeffoita. My first duty was to 
aid in the protection of life and prop- 
erty. My next was to bring about a 
peaceful reuoncilliation between em- 
ployer and employe; to allay the bitter- 
ness of feeling engendered by this un- 
wise movement; to impress upon the 
mitlda ot the injured parties the virtues 


if forgivenesa, and to restore to their 
places those who hod committed no vio- 
lence against person and property.

SHERMAN ON PULLMAN. 


He Favors Action to Break Down 


the Monopoly. 


Without any reference to the present 


strike the Pullman company is to be 
brought up with a round turn. Senator 
Sherman of Ohio recently made a state- 
ment regarding the exactions anil mean- 
ness of the company to a Washington 
paper, from which the following er- 
tracts are taken. 
- It is something that I have been 
thinking about for a long time and 1 
have talked with my colleagues in the 
Senate suliiciently to find that they are 
in hearty sympathy with my effort to 
cause a reform in the rales uliiirged by 
the I'nllnian and other Bleeping car 
companies. I regard these rates as 
simply infamous. If you get a lower 
berth and no one has the upper the 
porter insists upon putting down the lid 
and EO increasing your misery rather 
than giving you tlie benefit of the air. 
I 


do not know why this is £o unless it ia 
an effort oil the part of the company to 
make their prestige greater and all the 
more unendurable. 


It is perfectly clear tome that ihera 


is a way to reac.li the. sleeping car prob- 
le.n wiih ease through government ac- 
tion. 
States havu in many instances 


adopted regulations intended to reduce 
tbe evil of extortionate charges on the 
railroads, but there are few, it any, rail- 
roads that run sleepers through but OUR 
state, and thus these laws are o[ no 
avail, for no state can regulate any cor- 
poration beyond ita own limits. The 
Pullman Company, for insbmce., is v«ry 
rich, made so bv the enormous aud dis- 
proportionate prolits on its cars. With 
half that protit the company could 
make a great deal of money and give 
thc public better service. 


Perhaps you do not- know, but it is 


nevertheless a fact, that the Pullman 
company charges uach railroad running 
its curs a cent a mile for every car, and 
thia goes into the pockets of Pullman in 
addition to the rates paid by thenassen- 
gers. For instance, between .New York 
and Chicago the railroad pays about $10 
for each sleeper run, and the Pullman 
company Rets several times that BUMI In 
addition from the public. That $10 paid 
hy the railroad is counted into the run- 
ning expenses of 
the road, and is 


eventually paid by the pa?senger in the 
fare he gives for hia ride. So the traveler 
nays twice, in reality for his questiona- 
ble accommodations on board u sleeper. 
I feel these heavy rates mypclf fre- 
quentlyi for when we so out to our 
borne in Ohio we have to pay for my 
wife, mv daughter and myself, as mud 
for sleeper rates as for the entire rail- 
road fares. Then, too, 1 think-the svs- 
tem of tipping the employes of the 
company should be discontinued. It is 
a small matter iu tin: individual case, 
but is an extortion to pay the gorier for 
each trip you take. The trouble is that 
these men are not paid enough hy the 
company. If thuy were paid adequate, 
salaries" tlie pas engerg would not be 
obliged to come forward to lielp them 
out, 1 really think the men need the 
money in most cases, and I always give 
becauae I do not want to feel or to ap- 
pear mean about tlic matter. There is 
u sort of compulsion aliout it though 
that is very disagreeable, and it toulil 
all be avoided. 


These points, of course, are all to be 


gone over bv the committee on inter- 
state commerce, which will probably 
take up this mutter as soon as Senator 
Hutler returns from the south. This 
matter has already met with the ap- 
proval of n large majnri y of the senate. 
There is one matter that should not be 
overlooked in thin consideration. Tim 
main patents on these siceptrs have ex- 
pired, and there is no reason \ihy the 
railroad? should not begin now to make 
and run their own cars. I was ac- 
quainted with the oriuinnl inventor of 
the eleeoiiig car, who is now dead. He 
wag obliged to sell out to the Pullman 
company and they have ht-M the mo- 
nopoly with great rare. The iirst ]«t- 
ents have now, I believe, run out, and 
although the Pullmans havu taken out 
letters for some improvements, I think 
it would be perfectly easy for t1 
nopoly to he brokun.

W.H. Milla, whose connection with 


the Southern,. Paciiie railroad is well 
known, has written a private letter to a 
friend in this city which has been pub- 
lished, and winch deals with the labor 
question in sm-h a liberal and just uian- 
iier, tnd the views expressed in which 
are so reasonable and practical, tliat it 
deserves to bo generally read and care- 
fully studied. 


After discussing the recent strike, and 


Mr. Mills declares that "there can be 
little doubt but wlmt exact justid 
on the Bide of the Pullman employes," 
Mr. Mills enters into a discussion of tlie 
future relations between organized labor 
and capital, lie gives it aa his individ- 
ual opinion that: 
"As preliminary to the enactment 0! 


appropriate legislation, all organiza- 
tions of labor elior.ld be required to in- 
corporate, to have a common treasury, 
to he governed by a board of trustees, 
and each-member oi tbe organization 
should bo regarded aa a stockholder. 
It could then be mads responsible in 
the way of damages for unlawful and 
violent acts. Ha ollicera, elected 
timea of tranquillity, 
would be con- 


servative, and they alone would have ix 
riirht to guide its action. It should 
have under the law a right to bring an 
action 
against an employer m tbe 


courts of tho country to compel tho pay- 
ment of fait wages." 


These are ideas which every citizen 


will recognize an practical and business- 
like. Instead of an organization, which 
is nothing but an aggregation of indi- 
viduals with no atandiug in law, Mr 
Milla would have employes imitate their 
employers and form themselves into i 
tangible, permanent body, which could 
aue and be sued; which would be a cor 
poration just aa much aa a railroad com 
pany or a life insurance association, and 
the officers of which would be responsi- 
ble to their stockholders iust as the 
stockholders of any corporation have i 
right 
to control 
its 
directors and 


oIlicerB. 
It ia wfill to remember that corpora 


liuna iu themselves are a result of tut 
necessity of the age and civilization m 
which wo live; they cannot in prineipl 
he done away with ; and because tlier 
are corporation? • which have abuset 
their powers and privileges is no mor 
an argument against the principle of m 
roriwration, than it is to say Hint ue

pairing one of the pumps by being 
itrnck in the facu by the cover of a 
landhclc. 


During tho afternoon Mr. Colqulmuu 


noticed irregularity about the pumps, 
and with his assistant, W. It. Maboney, 
nr proceeded to locate the cause of tbe 
: rouble. 


Each of the two eylindersof the pump 


lias four valve chambers, which con- 
tain uity-six valves. These chambers 
ire all accessible by small handholes. 
The men proceeded to remove the plate 
from a chumbt-r on tho inside, next to 
.he tiy wheel. Colqutioun sat on the 
inner edge of the wheel, which is almost

His position while sitting on the 


wheel brought his face in line with the 
plate he was working on. Ilia head 
was between two spokes, and when his 
body fell back from the force of the 
blow the plate struck one of the spokes 
and went off at an angle, dropping to 
the floor several feet away. The unfor- 
tunate man was knocked seuseless by 
tlm blow, lie waa picked up by willing 
hands and carried out, and medical as 
siatance was summoned. Doctors Dear

The blow cut a gush over tbe left ey< 


through the brow, about three inches ii 
length and to the bone. It also crushed 
the nose, cutting a ragged and irreculi 
gash through tissues and bone, am 
breaking the superior maxitary or up 
per jaw bone BO that the teeth could ui 
lifted as though a false set.

The lolloxvin- graphic description of 


the jiold hunters' hardships in Alaska is 
from a teller written by E. £. James to 
a friend here: 


While waiting my turn at the etoye 


and iiot wawr m do my washing 1 will 
write yon a few lines about Alaska. It 
wa<? i:iv intention to remain on thecoas! 
thi? year, but the season was late and 
them were many idle men at Juneau 
Km! I followed my natural inclinations 
:..ii came in here, joined a party of boys 
I- .and for the Yukon, and on May 5th 
ue left Jnneau ny boat for Dyea, 130 
wilts north of there, at the head of nav- 
igtstioii. Dyea isabont twentv-five miles 
north of Chilcjit. We landed there ou 
the 6th and then the trouble began. U 
cj-t« $10 per hundred to hire your 
packinii done from there to the summit, 
and $15to pack through to Lake Bennet. 
There were no capitalists in onr party 
BO we elected to pack our own grub. \\ e 
had a three months' supply, and that 
and our clothing save each man 450 
ponnds to carry. Thia we divided into 
BIS i«icke and Firuck for Jie \ukon. 


The tirst nine milea we followed up - 


river bed over boulders. In that dii 
taacu we crossed or rather waded the 
river 
Jix times. 
It was 
shallow 


thorn.-", and barring tlie fact that every 
once in awhile fioine fellow would fall iu 
it was- rather monotonous. Walking up 
a river bed in ordinary circumstances is 
not wl.:ii would be termed a picnic, but 
when von stmn seventy-five pounds to 
your back it loses even the charm that 
novelty lends; and when you repeat 
that Fix times you hegin to yearn for 
aome soft, easy job like you pet on a 
California ranch. 
Out of twenty-two 


men several were laid up with cripplet 
feet. 
After going that far we had two 


iniles-of canyon tilled with soft mow 
and the river in the middle. Atone 
place we had to "coon" it over a Ions 
Toe. 
I packed six loads over, and fel 


off into the water every time. It was 
only waist-deep, but 1 struck head 
first. 
Then we had four miles of climbiiij 


skyward, with snow ten feet deep, si 
uoft we could walk on it only from 2 to 
7 o'clock each morning, when it was 
frozen. 
. The last fonr milea up the summit was 
fearful. We were lour days making it 
We had to lighten our packs going up, 
and had to dig a foot-hold every step 
The last half-mile we could only go a 
Jew steps at a time, then stop and blow. 
No such thine as sitting down and rest 
ing. You can't tafee over a dozen steps 
without stopping, and can only Etop a 
moment, for the cold wind will freeze 
you. 1 think the wind blows harde 
and ia colder there than any place I 
have ever been. 


The inorninn of the fifth day we broke 


camp at 1 o'clock and etarted for tlit 
other side. "We had been told that i 
wa= only three miles down thia Bide t! 
water and timber, so we did not hurry 
But we found it a twelvehours1 journey 
IVe had packed our things on two elede 
tod thev had gone all well enough til 
the euuw became soft. We struggled 
on, breaking tin imgh the enow, and one 
of onr company had gone blind. ^Yo 
were all on the verge of exhaustion 
In the afternoon we took auc.h of onr 
thirds as we had to have, and hurrie 
for hard to the timber. We led th 
till-; man. We nearly fainted befor 
we i.ached the shelter of the woods. 


We were all half blind by this time 


There were several men camped there 
go we rustled up eome beana ant 
bacon, and 1 tell you there have been 
miglitv few meals ever tasted bette 
than that one did. Wo were too nun 
grv to wait for the beanE to cook, so we 
ha*d'jur dinner in courses: nrat course 
bacon; second, coffee and bread; third 
beans. 


We put up the tent, built a fire in the 


stove, and waited for the enow to feet 
so we could go back after our blanket* 
Sleeping was out of the question there on 
thesnow. It didn't freeze, and we had tc 
wallow bact after our blankets and pul 
the Bled through. Instead of counnj 
three miles to timber, we had travelw 
nearlv nine. It took us two days raor 
to get the reat of 'our stuff down t* 
camp. Then the nights stayed warm 
smd we couldn't go auy farther, so w 
all turned out and tramped a trail down 
to Lake Linderman, a distance of abou 
a mile, and pot through to the lak 
in the afternoon. Then we tnought ou 
trials were over, for it waa only fiv 
miles and a half down to Lake Bennet 
•where we would build our boats am 
Bail down the rest of the way. Bn 
Then we got started down the nex 
morning we found there were three fee 
ofEluehon lop of the ice. We pullec 
our tleds down a mile, and then wen 
ashore and 
tramped 
another tra 


through the brush. We made only tw 
miles ttiat day, but that night the SHOT 
froze, and we made the other thre 
miles easy. But there was half a mil 
of canvon between us and the promisee 
land. "The canyon was full of wate 
from side to side. There wag no othe 
possible way to proceed, so we had t 
take- water. 
li: all, from the time we left Dyea w 


Jiave traveled about thirty-four milea 
and they tell me we are only two mllei 
and a half from there now in a diret, 
line. We were twenty-two daya on tb 
road and we worked every day but one 
When we struck camp here we wen 
right to worn boat building. First w 
Lad to find timber, a difficult matte 
here, for all the timber is veryemal 
The largest stick we got squared nin 
inches. We had to cut the logs, buili 
scaffolds and saw them up into boards

JOHM C. HEWITT DEAD. 


A Mexican Veteran and a Fresno 


Pioneer. 


The latest Fresnoan to pass over to 


the silent majority is John 0. Hewitt, 
who died yesterday afternoon at hia 
residence, 137 Diana street, this city, 
iged 68 years. 


Mr. Hewitt was a native of Atlanta, 


Ga., and served in tbe Mexican war. 
lie came to California in 1852 and en- 
gaged in ruining. His success din not 
answer his expectations and he took up 
land at Big Dry Creek, where he gradu- 
ally acquired a holding of 640 acres. He 
lived on hia property up to about four- 
teen years ago, when he went back to 
Georgia and married Mrs. Mary Mor- 
gan, mother of City Marshal ,!ohn D. 
Morgan of this city. They returned to 
Freauo and Mr. Hewitt auld his prup- 
erty ;:nd invested very protitab y in city 
real estate. 


At the time of his decease Mr. Hewitt 


was cdtimated to be worth $30,000. He 
left a will which is atatcd to bu in favor 
of his widow 
Heleft no children of his 


own, but leaved two grandchildren, resi- 
dent in this city, aud two stepsons, 
John D. Morgan and E. H. Morgan. 


Mr. Hewitt was a fairly healthy man 


up to about three weeke ago, wnen he 
consulted Dr. Itowell, who found him 
suffering from an organic affection of 
the heart.

board of educiiLiou gave tc the architects 
to make modifications in their plans, 
expired IftBt night. A full hoard w; 
present when Chairman Church called 
the body to order. The architects were 
nearly all present, too, and looked fresh 
and ready for the fray. Some miscel- 
laneous business was transacted before 
the board proceeded to examine the 
plans. 


George Fosteriean of Salt.Lake City, 


whose ulans were very favorably looked 
upon at the last meeting of the board, 
was present in yerson to push his end 
of the transaction. The other architects 
present were J. M. Curtis, L. S. Stone, 
J. Gather .Newsom nnd K. C. Ball of 
San Francisco; H. A. Thomas and A. O. 
Swarlz of Fresno. The plans of Preston 
& I-ofike of Los Angeles, W. B. Bell of 
Los Angeles and N. A. Comstock of 
San Diego were submitted, but the 
architects

plaiia. Nearly all of the architecta left 
the exterior of the proposed school 
building the same as before, hut'pre- 
sented new plans for tbe interior.
